SSC kiosks are polluted

At the beginning of each 
semester we see and hear flurries 
of various activities planned and 
promoted by various campus 
organizations and individuals as 
well as off-campus parties 
promoting off-campus activities 
that are encouraging students 
participation. And that’s good! 
Part of ones’ college education ts 
developing awareness of thoughts, 
ideas and needs of others 
Unfortunately, many of the 
individuals who post notices 
haven't checked with ASSS¢ 
statutes which relate to 
publicizing events and issues. And 
that’s bad! 

ASSSC Statute No. 418 specifies 
who may post notices and in what 
areas the notices are to be posted 
Last Thursday (Feb kj ae 
personally had to remove over 
fifty notices that had been taped 
to the glass swinging doors of the 
cafeterias. The notices had been 
taped over other notices, under 
other notices and in every way 
presented a safety hazard to many 
entering or leaving the cafeterias 
This particular type of posting is 
in direct violation of Si ce No 
418 Glass swinging doors must 


remain free of notices and 
anything not pertaining to the 
hours of cafeteria business 
operations The  gilass_ sides 
adjacent to the doors are okay 
places. Just not the doors. Not 
just the cafeteria doors, but all 
doors on all buildings on this 
campus

There are certain 
places which are expressly for the 
posting of notices primarily the 
Kiosks, (the octagonal bulletin

Compromise as a solution to any difference to opinion is often seen as 
the moderate, middle-.{-the-road approach to ameliorating the conflict 
over any issue. Compromise can be interpretated in yet another way 
though. It can be viewed as the ultimate method by which important 
opinions are watered down to a mere shadow of their former selves 
That is te say that compromise will be the destruction of critical (i.e 
the intellectual level of thought) thinking, while at the same time 
creating a stagnant intellectual environment. 

Compromise is what is currently happening within the state college 
system. Just two days ago at the board meeting on Committee on 
Faculty and Staff Affairs, a compromise on tenure regulations for state 
college faculty was reached. Again it was a case of each side hold 
opposing views over whether tenure should be revised. The Chancellor 
at the prompting of Governor Reagan proposed to the Board of 
Trustees some “innovative” changes on the question of tenure. The 
state college faculty represented by the state-wide Academic Senate 
naturally opposed these changes they considered threats to their job 
security and freedom to teach.

The compromise worked out matters little at this point because once 
again the Chancellor has succeeded in cowing the faculty. The details of 
the affair are saddening indeed for prospective faculty members, but 
until they choose to stand for themselves against the state's attack on 
their positions, further infringements will occur 

This is what is meant by compromising which will destroy critical 
thinking. The Chancellor will try further infringements, for which more 
compromises will be worked out; or rather concessions, until such a 
time as there is nothing left to compromise. The winner of course will 
be the Chancellor and loser, as usual, will be the faculty. Compromise is 
not moderate, middle-of-the-road answers to confrontations, it is slow 
victory for one side and slow defeat for the other 


If education is ever to be worth something in this state qualified 
faculty are necessary. Tenure is an intrinsic part in building and 
maintaining a qualified faculty. We are not arguing the merits or the 
faults of tenure, but rather are saying that it currently is the only 
devised means of insuring job security for faculty who are qualified to 
continue teaching. If the faculty of the state colleges are so ill-organized 
that they cannot present a united opposition to infringements which 
jeopardize not only their positions but the future of education in 
California, then they deserve the fate that awaits them 

It is probably too late already for positive opposition and that is sad 
indeed for the state colleges
